U. S. WOUNDED TO BE
TREATED IN FRANCE

None to Be Sent Back to This
Country, Army Medical
Officers Plan

AMERICAN TRAINING
FRANCE, Aug. 10

All of tha American wounded will be
treated In France and none will e sent to
the [United St wording to the pres-
ent plans of the offlcers In charge of the
first expoeditlonary foree. The cloreset co-
operation between the army medical corps
and the Hed Cross s already assured,

The health of the Sammees continues -
usunlly good. A medical report just lssuea
shows but 2% per cent wickpess In com
although the average was per  cent
when the men were back home. The afl
ments that have made thelr appearance are
trvinl, They inciude mostly mumps, mensles
und colds,

The shortags of the personnel of the
mediea]l corps Is notleeable.  Theres s but
one medical oiflcer with eleven psslstunts
for every 800 men. For tho same number
of man in the French army there are two
madical officers and thirty-soven agsistants,
Huth the British and French had the
same diMeulty at the begiuning of the
wiar but soon remedled it.

The Americunn plan to handle thelr
wounded after the same fashion as the
French, The army medical corps will take
care of them at the giations Inslde of the
army zone, After temporary trentment is
given, the men will ba turned over to the
Red Cross and taken to the base hospltals,
Just at pressnt the Red Cross s facing the
need of making blg expenditures, for vast
quantitles of equipment for handling the
woutided and elek ars necessary.

U'p to recent times this was one of the
most ditfcult que ms to answer, Authorl-
ties wre now gpenerdlly agreed that the
averiges man neods 2500 to 3000 caloriea.
The amount of energy rnqulra-d |I)' the
bhody varles, of eourse, with tha season,
with the woeathoer and with the amount and
kind of work done Hard physical work
and exposurs to low temperatirs demand
the largest food supply., A person whape
occupntion I8 indoors In A temperature vir-
tually that of summer does not require
mora food In winteér than in symmer. Any
ot who perspires very freely needs
larger amount of food than the average,
because of the lurge amount of heat carried
off from the bhody

A person engnged In asctive muscular
work requires from ond-sixth to one-half
more food than the average. An  Indi-
vidual dolng very hard muscular work may
requirg o still further Increase in the Intake
Sclentists are agreed that the (nereased
quantity of food should be in the form of
futs and earbohydrates rather than pro-
telng,

Adults require proteln only to repalr
wastes and losees, Growing children re-
quire In additlon materinl for tiasue build-
ing. The growing child utilizes nearly
half the total Intake of protein tissues bulld-
Ing.

An emaciated adult who needs to galn in
tissue has the same nutritive requirements
as tha growing child,

Obese persons are overfed. In arranging
thelr dietaries the number of calories re-
quired must be diminished about one-
third less than normal requirement untll the
welght has been reduced to near the normal
standard.
